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Committee drops contempt 
citation against Kissinger

California's collective bargaining law 
for school employes won't be effective 
until next year, but it cast a long shadow 
over last night's school board meeting 
Questions accompanying the advent of 
the new law were capsulated in the con­ 
frontation between Norman Larson, 
president of Lompoc Federation of 
Teachers and the school board It was 
Larson contending he was illegally 
denied the right to present the salary and 
fringe benefit demands of LFT. and 
board chairman Gail Steiger and Supt. 
Clarence Bloom contending they were 
within their rights to deny the request. 
The question of whether Larson would 
be given the floor to discuss the question 
at all apparently was uncertain until se­ 
conds before the meeting began at 7 p m 
Steiger spoke privately with Larson, who 
was sitting in the audience, resumed her 
seat and opened the meeting 
Larson began by saying "the chairman 
violates district policy” by not permit­ 
ting him to make a full presentation of 
the LFT budget demands. Larson said he 
had asked Bloom for a spot on the agenda 
for a presentation, but had been denied 
Larson then read Bloom’s letter that 
stated in part: "Due to the passage of SB 
160 it would seem that, before any 
negotiation proposals are made for 1976- 
'77. we should wait until the exclusive 
representative is certified. To make a 
presentation now would not serve any 
purpose as the Board of Trustees could 
not consider or act upon any proposals. 
Therefore, a presentation would not be 
appropriate at this time, and I am 
returning your proposal copies. 
"Further, the courts have determined 
that, when a Certificated Employe Coun­ 
cil exists, the Board of Trustees is not 
required to hear individual employe 
organizations.” 
Larson read from a statement that 
stated in part: "The Winton Act which 
allows the Certificated Employe Council 
to ‘meet and confer’ on negotiation items 
remains in effect until July 1. 1976. Dur­ 
ing this time the CEC and the school 
board’s representative must negotiate on 
items for the 1976-77 school year. The 
collective bargaining law. SB 160 does 
not take effect until July 1.1976. at which 
time an exclusive bargaining agent will 
negotiate contract proposals. 
"Teachers want to have the salary 
negotiations settled before they leave 
school in June They do not want to go 
through the hassle and delay process 
with the school board which occurred 
last year.” 
Moments later, he read this passage 
from school board policies: "All initial 
wage proposals of the year, including 
fringe benefits and other forms of com­ 
pensation. made by certificated employe 
organizations, or the Certificated 
Employe Council, shall be made in a 
public meeting of the board of trustees. 
Under the Winton Act which expires on 
July 1, employe organizations would pre­ 
sent their demands publicly to the school 
board and the CEC at the same time. The 
CEC which is composed of nine 
members pro rated to LFT or Lompoc 
Education Association on the basis of 
certified members. On this basis, the 
CEC in recent times has been split, six 
seats for LEA and three for LFT. 
Steiger defended her position She said 
"there are a great many grey areas in 
the law” and then she noted that the 


Education Employe Relations Board will 
begin functioning after the first of the 
year She said the education community 
would be looking to the EERB for some 
rulings and guidelines. 
Later Bloom told the audience that the 
significant dates in the implementation 
of the new law were Jan 1 for the ap­ 
pointment of the three-member EERB; 
April 1 for certification of exclusive 
bargaining agents; and July 1. when the 
law becomes fully effective and the 
Winton Act dies. 
That's where the discussion ended 
But it was only the beginning of 
presentations from the audience 
Giovanni Cargasacchi. a resident of 
Jalama Road said property owners were 
bearing a heavy tax burden. "It’s alar­ 
ming." he declared that we are ex­ 
panding programs "when enrollment is 
declining." He said young people were 
not being adequately trained in the 
basics of language and mathematics and 
then declared "the $1 6-million should 
be used to run the schools and not expand 
programs ’’ Later, he declared "We are 
overburdened with taxes 
I favor 
mending fences and not building new 
ones." 
Another member of the audience. John 
J 
Flaherty of 409 Oakhill Terrace. 
Vandenberg Village, prefaced some 
remarks on taxes by noting "I regret it 
took a 60 per cent increase (over $300 
in my case) to arouse my interest in 
school affairs " Later he said although 
he was slow to respond. "You have my 
attention now " 
Alberta Morgan of 813 W College Ave., 
spoke briefly on the district's $1.6- 
million in one time only monies and then 
hinted that some of the trustees up for 
re-election next year might not survive 
the election. 


In other respects, the board: 
— Learned that the district is out to bid 
on new bookkeeping equipment. Joe 
Carlin, district business manager, 
reviewed the three-year effort by the 
staff to explore the various brand names, 
and then noted that the present outdated 
equipment had malfunctioned this week 
and that mechanics had been repairing it 
for two days. Carlin said there is $13,000 
in the budget as the first year install­ 
ment of a three-year purchase plan. 
— Canceled the Dec. 23 school board 
meeting over the objections of Morgan 
who charged that the board was becom­ 
ing a "one meeting a month board.” 
— Approved secondary school course 
offerings. 
— Approved renewing the application 
for federal Title II library funds. 
— Approved a policy on the handling of 
public criticism, particularly that which 
might be directed at school employes. 
— Heard a presentation by Charles 
McElmurry, principal of La Honda 
School, on his school’s experiments with 
multi-age groupings that bring 
kindergarten, first and second graders 
together into one classroom.

D-N.Y , told an open session of 
the committee, which he chairs. 
"It is my intention to go before the 
House and state that if there is no objec­ 
tion we have substantial compliance" 
with the subpoena, he said. 
No vote was taken, and there was no 
objection from the other 12 members of 
the committee 
Pike described as a "compromise" an 
oral briefing Tuesday night during which

Senate confirmation 
of Stevens nears 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - Senate 
Democratic Leader Mike Mansfield said 
today the Senate may confirm John Paul 
Stevens to the Supreme Court before 
Congress adjourns Dec. 19. 
Mansfield told reporters he knew of no 
opposition to the appeals court judge 
and, barring concerted opposition, the 
Senate would take up the nomination 
after it is approved by the Senate 
Judiciary Committee That panel held 
two days of hearings Monday and Tues­ 
day on Stevens’ fitness to serve 
If one senator asks for a "hold" on 
Senate action. Mansfield said, he would 
delay consideration for a "reasonable 
time" — two, three or four days 
If the Judiciary Committee approves 
the nomination this week, that would 
still leave time for the Senate to act 
before Dec 
19. when Congress is 
scheduled to adjourn until Jan 19 
Stevens’ judicial opinions are under at­ 
tack by two women's rights groups, 
which accuse him of being insensitive to 
complaints of sex discrimination

Ford told Republican congressional 
leaders today he would not drop his de­ 
mand for a federal spending limit in any 
new tax legislation and they promised 
him "general support" if he vetoed a bill 
backed by Democrats 
Ford outlined his stand and won sup 
port for it at a strategy meeting with 22 
top House and Senate Republicans which 
lasted nearly two hours 
But House GOP Leader John J 
Rhodes, one of those present, said he 
didn't know if a presidential veto could 
be sustained in the House 
Senate Democrats will caucus later to­ 
day to discuss the best way to appease 
Ford and still extend the 1975 tax cuts 
into next year 


The Senate Finance Committee was 
meeting to mark up the tax cut legisla­ 
tion even though it does not contain the 
spending ceiling demanded by Ford 


Senate GOP Leader Hugh Scott, join­ 
ing Rhodes at a news conference after 
the session with Ford, said some in the 
group suggested that the President ac­ 
cept a proposal by Senate Democrats for 
a temporary extension of 1975 tax cuts 
scheduled to expire at the end of the 
month 


But he said 
the President indicated 
very strongly that he was against" such 
action and Rhodes agreed after telling 
reporters that Ford had "reiterated his 
determination to veto any tax bill which 
does not have an expenditure ceiling "

Lebanon (UPI) - A fire 
touched off by rocket barrages gutted 
Beirut’s most famous hotel today, forc­ 
ing Moslems to abandon the landmark 
building and zig zag through embattled 
streets to nearby leftist strongholds 
Strong sea breezes fanned the blaze at 
the elegant. 40-year-old St 
Georges 
Hotel, where rooms once cost $50 a 
night 
The fleeing Moslems joined comrades 
in two nearby hotels, the Palm Beach 
and the Alcazar Army commandos at­ 
tempting to blunt the leftist offensive

One inescapable conclusion of 
the just-completed special 
county census is the fact that 
the more than 15,000 additional 
county population since the 1970 
federal census is the result of 
gains in the South ('oa.st area, 
despite water moratoriums in 
all the coastal areas except 
Carpinteria Valley 
County Census Coordinator 
Clifford Pauley, who is hoping 
to have final figures for each 
supervisorial district in time 
for final redistricting action by 
the county supervisors this 
month, says he finds it of in­ 
terest to note that the “ North 
County population now is essen­ 
tially the same as it was in 
1970,” with the net additions 
confined to the South i'oast ” 
Pauley’s observation is the 
result of noting gains in some 
areas such as Santa Ynez 
Valley being nullified by lost 
population in other areas, such 
as Vandenberg Air Force Base 
and I^mpoc, in the last five 
years 
Pauley notes that the 264,324 
count in 1970 is now up to ap­ 
proximately 280.000 in the Oc­ 
tober count Only a slight net 
population gain can be claimed 
for the North ('ounty at best, he 
feels Burton Mesa area has 
gained some, but (fuadalupe 
has lost a bit, and the Santa 
Maria-Orcutt area has witnes­ 
sed "little or no change,” the 
new census figures show, 
Pauley declares 
The new census will spell out 
the fact that South (,'oast pop­ 
ulation makes up about 59 per 
cent of the total county b^y 
count, with the North County 
getting 41 per cent 
Pauley also had a hand in 
preparation of redistricting 
maps which the county super­ 
visors have approved, and he 
has some interesting observa­ 
tions about effect of the ap­ 
proved changes 
For instance 
—The First District of Car­ 
pinteria Valley, Montecito and 
portions of Santa Barbara was 
least 
affected 
by 
the 
redistricting 
Boundary line 
changes were slight and were 
confined to the Santa Barbara 
llpper Fast and San Roque 
areas This is apt to be the case 
in succeeding redistricting 
moves, with changes affecting 
the same general areas of the 
line dividing the First and Se­ 
cond Districts 
—With North County popula­ 
tion more or less kept static, as 
a whole, in the last five years, 
and net growth tallied chiefly in 
the South Coast area, it is in- 
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evitable that with redistricting 
the supervisorial districts in the 
north county must take in more 
and more land areas to equalize 
pf)pulation in the five districts. 
The Fourth District is now 
growing to comparative giant 
size with addition of virtually 
all of Santa Ynez Valley and 
fîuadalupe areas, and the Fifth 
District is so large — counting 
its forest areas 
that it could 
swallow up the First, Second 
and Third Districts as now be­ 
ing set out 
The First District, while 
giving up .some of its population 
to the Second District, remains 
the district with the most city 
population as it includes much 
of Santa Barbara city and all of 
the city of Carpintería 
Carpintería growth, while 
estimated at 10 per cent in re­ 
cent years, didn’t show up so 
strongly as estimated in the re­ 
cent count 
It was off about 
1,000 from .state estimates a 
year ago. but still had furnished 
a sizeable part of .South Coast 
population gain since 1970 
Santa Ynez Valley is the 
largest piece of County real es­ 
tate to be transferred in a 
county redistricting in many 
years, if not in history, in being 
moved from the Third to Fourth 
Di.stricts 


Board in move 


to ease taxes 


The Board of Supervisors has 
made a further move to try to 
ease the tax burden on county 
property owners 
The supervisors have adopted 
a resolution urging legislators 
to consider a long-range 
proposal for tax reform in­ 
cluding the possibility of a shift 
of the local cost of education to 
the state by increasing the sales 
and use tax rate by 54 cents to 
a 10 rent rate, or increasing in­ 
come taxes to achieve a com­ 
parable amount 
The action of the board was in 
support of a proposed long- 
range program devised by a 
spf‘cial tax reform committee 
of county citizens named by the 
supervisors 
The motion to approve such a 
program and put it before 
legislators was made by Super­ 
visor James M Slater after a 
long discussion touched off by 
the proposals as advanced by 
Chester Knutila, committee 
chairm an, and executive 
secretary of the County Tax­ 
payers Assn 
Supervisor Harrell Fletcher 
warned the board that higher 
sales taxes would result in a 
decline in business in many 
areas, and Supervisor Frank J 
Frost likewise said he had con­ 
cern that a sales tax boost 
would be especially damaging 
for young people faced with 
many purchases in starting out. 
But Knutila asked for support 
of the proposal saying 
something of this type was 
needed to get the attention of 
the legislature so something 
would be done He stressed that 
a net slash in property taxes 
could bring about more 
stability in the rental field 
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City program under way 
to aid wives of inmates

Wives traveling from Utah. 
Oregon and New Mexico to visit 
their inmate husbands at FCI 
will have a place in Iximpoc to 
rest and feed their children 
over this Christmas season. 
From Dec 13 through Jan 5 
the Dawn House, 5104 North I 
S t., w ill be used as a 
“ hospitality house” to service 
inmate wives, many of whom 
come hundreds of miles by bus 
and arrive in Lompoc penniless 
and towing two or three 
children 
After the new year a recently 
formed “ task force” hopes to 
locate a permanent hospitality 
house in Lompoc. The facility 
will be manned with a paid 
coordinator and volunteer help 
and supported by foundation 
grants, donations and, if 
available, federal money 
The task force members in­ 
clude Rev Kenneth R Boyd of 
the First Presbyterian Church. 
Lena Kappler of the Health &¿ 
Welfare Coordinating Council. 
Sandy Skinner of the Girls Club 
and others The project is en­ 
dorsed by FCI Warden Gerald 
M Farkas 
Involved in the project is 
Sister Maureen F’enlon O f’ 
who — sponsored by Catholic 
Social Services of Mann County 
— is traveling throughout 
California to help set up 
hospitality centers in com­ 
munities where prisons are 
located. 
According to Sandy Skinner. 
Lompoc’s facility will not be 
used as an overnight facility, 
but will provide inmate wives a 
place to clean-up. the use of a 
kitchen and needed informa­ 
tion 
“ This is a very touchy and 
controversial thing,” said Skin­ 
ner, “ because FTI (inmate) 
families are not welcome In the 
community., 
when landlords 
find out a woman is an FCI wife 
she is not welcome.” 
“ The wives carry a stigma 
because their husbands are in 
prison.” she explained 
No one encourages the wives 
to come the long distances. 
Skinner continued, but they 
come anyway and many of 
them would live in Lompoc if 
they could 
“ For the moralist who says 
they shouldn't be here, they 
come here anyway.” she said 
In a recent questionnaire, in­ 
mates at FCI indicated there is 
a need for a hospitality center 
in LomptK such as the one near 
San Quentin 
The FCI reports that 650 


persons a week come to the 
camp and institution to visit in­ 
mates 


Inm ate wives, Skinner 
remarked, have been known to 
come as far as Alaska They 
come alone or with their 
children, often with little 
money. 


The Health & Welfare Coor­ 
dinating Council found lodging 
for 45 inmate wives (with and 
without children) last year, she 
said 


Mostly the wives come for a 
day. but they have no place to 
clean and feed their children. 
Many who come by bus have 
trouble finding transportation 


to FCI because of taxi rates are 
too steep 
The hospitality house will 
help to provide transportation 
too 
Skinner commented that 
Sister Fenlon has money 
available from Law Enforce­ 
ment Assistance, a federal 
program, and there is a good 
chance that Lompoc may get a 
few thousand dollars of that 
money to start its center 
“The other communities 
where they have started, the 
centers have become self- 
supporting.” said Skinner 
"rhree sites in Lompoc are 
now being considered for the

The work load of the Third 
District office, which began as­ 
suming mountainous propor- 
tiwis when the late Supervisor 
Daniel G Grant was still in of­ 
fice, got even bigger when 
Slater succeeded Grant. 
“ Do you realize,” said John 
Stahl, administrative aide to 
Slater, “ that our office has had 
half of the unincorporated area 
of the county to deal with?” 
That half has included a 
dynamic Goleta Valley and a 
Santa Ynez Valley that has been 
straining to grow ana has in 
fact achieved a reported 4.5 per 
cent annual growth rate for 
Solvang lately despite defeat of 
numerous projects. Only Car­ 
pinteria has grown faster than 
Santa Ynez Valley in recent 
years. 
In other words, Slater and 
Stahl aren’t weeping over the 
fact their office won't oversee 
Santa Ynez Valley any longer. 
And because Hope Ranch and 
an area adjacent to it are being 
moved from Slater’s district to 
the Second District, it is now 
seen that Goleta Valley is clear­ 
ly emerging as a district unto 
itself with a supervisor special­ 
ly for it. The probability is that 
Hope Ranch will eventually be 
annexed to the city of Santa 
Barbara, many feel. 
This would result in the 
powerful Isla Vista vote ex­ 
erting even more power than 
ever in a Third District super­ 
visorial election, with Santa 
Ynez Valley and Hope Ranch 
out of the district. And since 
Isla Vista has supported Slater 
before, it just might be that the 
redistricting is putting Slater 


into such an advantageous posi- 
tion that he will seek a second 
term next June and not go after 
a judgeship, which has 
reportedly been tempting him 
The political fallout over 
redistricting also means that 
Zita Nielsen, of Solvang, the 
Santa Ynez Valley member of 
the County Planning Commis­ 
sion must go as soon as the 
valley moves into the Fourth 
District sphere. 
She is one of the two Third 
District representatives on the 
commission, and as a Slater ap­ 
pointee has tangled with growth 
advocates in the valley ever 
since she has been on the com­ 
mission. 
Slater will have to name a 
new Goleta Valley member of 
the commission to sit with in­ 
cumbent Charis Bratt. 
But Beattie will have powers 
to exert, and not one of the least 
is expected to be the naming of 
a new Santa Ynez Valley 
General Plan Advisory Com­ 
mittee now headed by John 
Wiester, Buellton area rancher 
Beattie and Wiester obviously 
haven’t seen eye to eye on the 
matter of environment — par­ 
ticularly as to the county’s oil 
code in recent years — and 
Beattie adherents in the Santa 
Ynez Valley haven’t been happy 
with Supervisor Slater’s ap­ 
pointments to this committee 
for the most part. 
Wiester told Beattie he is 
hoping Beattie won’t disrupt 
the committee’s goal of having 
rezoning of the agricultural 
lands in Santa Ynez Valley 
carried out in the interests of 
keeping density down. Beattie 
promised to take no "drastic 
immediate action” until the 
hearings are concluded.

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Ford may order Congress 
to shorten Yuletide recess 


Stevens' 
opinions 
attacked 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
President Ford may order 
Congress to shorten its Christ­ 
mas recess in order to approve 
tax cut legislation that contains 
a federal spending lid. Republi­ 
can congressional leaders said 
today. 
Senate Republican leader 
Hugh Scott and his House 
counterpart. John J 
Rhodes, 
said Ford told a group of 22 
GOP congressional leaders to­ 
day he was holding firm on his 
demand for a $395 billion limit 
on federal spending in the fiscal 
year beginning Oct 1 
Ford also said he strongly 
believes in the concept of "a 
dollar for dollar" reduction in 
both spending and tax cuts for 
individuals and corporations 
Asked about prospects for a 
special session or a move to 
prevent Congress from taking a 
Christmas recess. Rhodes said 
"that is an option the President 
has... the President would not 
rule out the possibility that the 
Congress would be called 
back." 
Scott added that "it is not. 
however, a threat and it is not a 
promise" on Ford’s part. 
R h o d e s d e s c rib e d the 
meeting as "the most far- 
reaching discussion of domestic 
issues" he could remember 
with Ford In addition to taxes, 
he said the topics included 
pending legislation on energy 
conservation, natural gas and 
common situs picketing 
The leaders said Ford told 
them he still had not decided 
whether to accept the compro­ 
mise energy bill awaiting final 
approval by the House and 
Senate Rhodes said there was 
"much discussion pro and con," 
but "the President did not com­ 
mit himself" and would not 
make a firm decision until he 
has seen a written version of 
the measure 
Ford signs 
measure to 
aid N.Y. 


W A SH IN G TO N (U P I) - 
President Ford has signed into 
law his bill to lend New York 
City $2.3 billion — and the 
House has passed a b ill to 
facilitate municipal bankruptcy 
in case the loans don’t save the 
city. 
With no statement or fanfare. 
Ford signed the bill he had 
proposed after dropping his 
long opposition to federal aid to 
avert the biggest municipal 
bankruptcy in U.S. history. 
Accepting Ford’s suggestion 
for a safety net for New York 
City, the House voted 373-29 to 
modernize a 1937 statute on 
m unicipal bankruptcy which 
the House Judiciary Committee 
called "hopelessly archaic and 
unworkable." 
The Senate takes up a similar 
bill late today. The Senate also 
is to vote late today on a bill ap­ 
propriating the loan money. 
Passage of both seems assured. 
The principal change in the 
bankruptcy law would waive 
the existing requirement that 
before filing for bankruptcy a 
municipality would have to win 
the approval of 51 per cent of its 
c re d ito rs — bondholders, 
employes, pensioners, and ven­ 
dors — for a plan of financial 
reorganization.

LONDON (UPI) — Cornered 
but defiant Irish Republican 
Army gunmen who threw their 
phone link with police out the 
window spent a dark and 
hungry night barricaded with 
two hostages in a tiny London 
living room. 
Police cut off electricity to 
the apartment late Tuesday, 
leaving the gunmen and their 
captives with gas heating but no 
lights or television news They 
have been without food since 
the siege began four days ago. 
Scotland Y a rd ch ie f S ir 
Robert Mark said police now 
have proof that one of four men 
they chased to the apartment 
Saturday night was a terrorist 
sought for 18 months under the 
code name "Z." 


"This is very important in­ 
deed." Mark said. "When even­ 
tually we arrest this man he

But Mark refused to say if 
"Z " had escaped during the 
bullet-punctured chase Satur­ 
day or if he was M ichael 
Wilson.

Wilson is a chief suspect in 
the murder last month of Ross 
McWhirter. co-founder of the 
Guinness Book of Records and 
an antiterronst campaigner.

LOS ANGELES <FPI) 
Vice President Nelson 
Rockefeller, winding up the last 
of six nationwide public 
meetings, said Tuesday the 
American people have given 
him a message to take back to 
Washington 
‘Everywhere we went, we 
found the American people fed 
up with government bureaucra- 
cy and red tape. ' Rockefeller 
told reporters near the end of 
the White House Public Forum 
on Domestic Policy 
“ If there's one message 
we've gotten, that’s it 
This situation cannot really 
go on the way it's going because 
it's really coming to the point 
where it's inhibiting the effec­ 
tiveness and function of the 
system and the freedom of 
people's lives " 


Rockefeller, who headed a 
panel of federal officials, in­ 
cluding three cabinet mem­ 
bers. said he will present the 
Domestic Council's recommen­ 
dations to President Ford 
within two weeks 
Washington Gov 
Daniel 
Evans, one of four Western 
governors at the meeting, 
voiced frustration with spiral- 
ing Catch-22-type regulations in 
remarks that Rockefeller de­ 
scribed as “a brilliant insight 
and the most succinct" he had 
ever heard on the subject of 
federal-state relations 
“ It's time for a thorough 
house cleaning." Evans insisted 
at one point, "or else our aid to 
those who need help the most is 
simply going to founder. 
"It's time the federal govern­ 
ment set performance stand­ 


ards for the states and stopped 
issuing how-to-do-it guidelines 
and booklets 
"In other words, in blunt 
terms, get off our backs We 
can do many jobs better while 
accepting fewer federal dollars 
if you'll just give us the ad­ 
ministrative flexibility.” 
Members of the public were 
also given a chance to speak 
during the morning session, and 
most of them voiced personal 
complaints against bureaucrat­

LOS ANGELES (U PIl 
Gov Edmund Brown Jr told 
disgruntled doctors Tuesday 
that he's sorry, but he's no 
miracle worker 
“ All I ran offer is my energy 
and attention." Brown said 
after a three-hour meeting in 
which the doctors urged him to 
call a special session of the 
state legislature to reduce soar­ 
ing medical malpractice in­ 
surance rates 
Brown promised to make the 
crisis his top priority along with 
the new state budget in the 
coming weeks, but said there 
was no reason to convene a 
special session because he has 
nothing to put before the 


legislators 
"I am not a miracle worker ' 
the governor explained 
"! don't have any black box 
that I can pull out a solution 
from I don’t believe there are 
any instant solutions ” 
Brown said his talks with doc 
tors, lawyers and legislators in­ 
dicate that none of them have a 
satisfactory solution to offer at 
this point, and he said any ul­ 
timate resolution of the crisis 
will require concessions by all 
three groups 
"Somebody, maybe all invol­ 
ved. are going to have to change 
their behavior, somebody is go­ 
ing to have to give,” he said 
Touching a favorite theme. 


Brown said the malpractice 
controversy draws attention to 
the need of citizens "to readjust 
our perceptions about what we 
get out of life 
"If we want to take care of 
everybody who is injured by a 
doctor," he explained 
then 
we re all going to have to pay 
more by way of doctors' fees 
which then go into higher health 
care premiums, that come hack 
by wav of more health care 
treatment 
"It's just that simple ” 
Brown said suggested solu­ 
tions such as putting doctors on 
the state payroll having the 
state write insurance policies, 
all create other problems 


LOS ANGELES (U PI) - 
Four underwater tracts off the 
Southern California coast previ 
ously earmarked for Thurs­ 
day’s offshore oil and lease sale 
have been identified as poten­ 
tial geological hazards and 
withdrawn 
Interior Secretary Thomas S 
Kleppe. a panelist in the White 
House Public Forum on Domes­ 
tic Policy, made the announce­ 
ment in a written statement 
Tuesday. 
He aiso defended the federal 
government's decision to open 
portions of the outer continen­ 
tal shelf for oil exploration by 
petroleum companies who win 
lease bids on the 1 25 million of­ 
fshore acres. 
Kleppe said the U.S. Geologi­ 
cal Survey, in its pre-sale 
evaluation of the tracts, deter­ 
mined that the hazards are 
primarily related to steep un­ 


dersea slopes that may have un­ 
stable bottom conditions 
Other potential hazards in­ 
clude shallow gas pockets and 
faulting that extends upward to 
the surface of the ocean floor 
He said the deleted tracts 
may be offered in the future if 
geologists find the areas can be 
developed under the existing 
conditions 
The four deleted areas in­ 
clude one section five miles 
seaward from San Pedro, one 90 
to 100 miles southwest of San 
Pedro and two sections in the 
Tanner Cortez area some 100 
miles west of San Pedro 
Kleppe estimated that 2 7 
billion barrels of oil are lying 
under Southern California 
coastal waters and said it was 
"absolutely mandatory and in 
the national interest" to extend 
and accelerate the development 
of oil.

Gay athletes staying in closet 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Washington Star sports writer 
Lynn Rosellini, in the first of a four-part series, claims that 
probably five per cent of all male athletes and 20 per cent of 
women athletes are homosexual 
Rosellini said she based her finding on interviews with 
more than 60 athletes, coaches, sports officials, psy­ 
chologists and homosexuals. She said some of the athletes 
she in terv iew ed acknow ledged th e ir hom osexual 
preferences. 
“Gay athletes, male and female, feel that public knowl­ 
edge of their homosexuality would destroy their playing 
careers and eliminate any outside income from endorse­ 
ments or business,” she said. 
No names were mentioned, but Rosellini wrote: “ Some of 
the biggest names in football, including at least three 
starting quarterbacks in the National Football League, are 
homosexual or bisexual ” 
She quoted one player identified only as a former all-pro 


and still a member of an NFL team as saying that if his 
bisexualness became public “ I’d probably get kicked off the 
team My business would be ruined. And the fans — they 
wouldn’t understand ” 
Rosellini said the situation was much the same for women. 
“ If people won’t accept you as people, whether you’re 
straight or gay or whatever, then I’m just going to go out and 
play golf,” she quoted one gay woman golfer as saying about 
the “ simmering feud” on the women’s golf tour between 
straights and gays. 
She wrote that there is more tolerance on the tennis tour, 
noting that “ several top women players, in fact, travel the 
tennis circuit accompanied by female lovers.” 
Gladys Heldman, publisher of World Tennis magazine, 
told Rosellini of the repercussions if a woman’s lesbianism 
became public: “ Financially, it would be disastrous. If 
they’re affiliated with a tennis camp or a hotel or an en­ 
dorsement. they would be dropped.”

The plan calls for unifying 
Municipal and Justice courts 
with Superior courts. Also, 
Justice Court judges who had 
been attorneys for at least five 
years would be appointed to the 
Superior Court 
P ro d u c e d a t a c o s t of 
$113,000, the proposal was is­ 
sued Tuesday by an advisory 
commission of judges and court 
officials to the Joint Legislative 
Com mittee on the Structure of 
the Judiciary. 
A com m ittee spokesman said 
legislation would be introduced 
in January in an attem pt to turn 
the recommendations into law. 
If the plan were adopted, 
financing of courts would be 
shifted from counties and cities 
to the state. 
C urrently, the spokesm an 
said, cities net $81 4 million an­ 
nually from court operations, 
w hile counties lose $105.2 
million 
The state earns $9 4 
million, he said, for a total loss 
of $14 4 million yearly in the 
court system

Sakharov, barred from going to 
Oslo to pick up his Nobel Peace 
Prize, traveled Tuesday to 
Vilnius in the Soviet Lithuanian 
Republic to attend the trial of 
an old friend and fellow human 
rights campaigner 
But the courtroom at the trial 
of biologist Sergei 
Kovalev, 
charged with ‘‘crimes against 
the state." was packed with 
"concerned citizens" and offi­ 
cials refused Sakharov entry, 
a ccord in g to w in esse s in 
Vilnius. 
They said Sakharov was 
moved to a rare outburst of 
anger by the refusal 
Sakharov’s wife. Yelena, ar­ 
rived in Oslo to pick up the 
prize today. She will read 
Sakharov’s acceptance speech, 
which was smuggled out of the 
country. 
Soviet authorities refused 
Sakharov permission to go Oslo 
ostensibly because of secrets he 
learned while working as a 
leading nuclear scientist before 
his campaign of dissent.

Cornell U niversity students, 
shouting. "Out' Out! Out!" 
drove former South Vietnamese 
premier Nguyen Cao Ky from 
the stage Tuesday night. 
Ky, who served as premier 
and was vice-president when 
the South Vietnamese govern­ 
ment w as overthrown, ap­ 
peared at Cornell by invitation 
of a student fraternity. 


The disruption occurred less 
than 30 minutes after Ky began 
his address to about 1,500 stu­ 
dents 
After some booing and 
harassment from the audience, 
one student rose to demand. 
"Why is th is guy here*’ " 
touching off a throwing of signs 
and screaming. 
After conferring with a stu­ 
dent sponsor. Ky left the stage, 
escorted by university security 
guards 
A number of students attend­ 
ing Ky’s address shouted for 
quiet when the disturbance 
began, but were drowned out by 
the demonstrators 
Ky was paid $1.500 for his ap­ 
pearance.

Hearings are currently be­ 
ing held in Sacramento on a 
proposed measure to abolish 
the s ta te ’s indeterm inate 
prison 
sentencing structure 
and replace it with fixed 
sentences established by law. 
Senator John A. Nejedly is 
proposing a law that would set 
a narrow range of sentences 
for most crimes and require 
the judge to pick one of them. 
Under the indeterminate 
sentence structure, the Adult 
Authority is responsible to fix 
sentences under wide latitude. 
Psychiatrists prepare “asses­ 
sments’* of a prisoner’s poten­ 
tial for violence and current 
state of mind. Other factors 
are taken into consideration, 
such as the authority’s assess­ 
ment of “ how much risk is 
society prepared to take?” 
It was interesting to note 
this week that a prison psy­ 
chiatrist told the Senate Com­ 
mittee conducting the hearing 
that psychiatrists do not know 
any more than anyone else 


I confess to being gravely disappointed 
by the recent article by A leksandr 
Solzhenitsyn, whom I consider the out­ 
standing human figure of the century. 
What possessed him'* 
He begins by casually tossing to the 
enem y the verdict in the m atter of the 
Warren C om m ission’s investigation of 
the assa ssin ation of 
P resident 
K ennedy 
T h a t 
t r a g e d y . 
Solzhenitsyn w rites in 
the New York T im es. 
“ w as all the w orse 
b eca u se of 
th e in ­ 
ability or the lack of 
d e s i r e 
b y 
th e 
A m erica n 
ju d ic ia l 
authorities to uncover 
the assassins and to 
clear up the crim e .” 
That sta tem en t is 
quite sim ply untrue. 
The effort to identify the assassin w as as 
com plete as it could be. and there is no 
reason to suppose that it w as less than 
successful Solzhenitsyn went on to say 
that the failure to investigate had a 
d e v a sta tin g e ff e c t on th e w orld 
Som ething m ore than resp ect w as 
shaken - it w as our faith ” That faith 
was perhaps shaken, but it w as the doing 
of the m uckrackers and profiteers, who 
are not to be entirely distinguished from 
the revisionists who have been busy for a 
decade now trying to prove that the 
United States, not the Soviet Union, was 
responsible for the cold war 
It is not 
only 
strange 
but 
catastrop h ic that 
S olzh en itsyn 
should 
find 
h im se lf, 
however unwittingly, aiding them in 
their efforts. 


What does this have to do with Kis­ 
singer’’ Solzhenitsyn suddenly links that 
episode, in which Kissinger had no part, 
to the firing of Jam es Schlesinger. which 
Solzhenitsyn 
and his friends — regret 
Hut he arrives, without logical transi­ 
tion. to Henry Kissinger, and in his com ­ 
m ents about Kissinger reveals him self to 
be deeply uninformed He bases his argu­ 
m ents against detente on the totally fic­ 
titious allegation that Henry K issinger is 
of the breed of Am ericans - Linus Paul­ 
ing being the archetype - who wake up 
every morning with the taste of an 
a to m ic c in d e r in th e ir m o u th s 
D efen d in g his policy of unending con­ 
cessions, Mr Kissinger repeats the one 
and sam e argum ent almost like an incan­ 
tation 
“ Let our critics point out the 
alternative to nuclear 
war ’, 
indeed, 
(theI nuclear age is an obsession for Mr 
K issinger.” 


Hut that sim ply is not true The book 
that first brought Mr Kissinger to public 
attention w as called Nuclear Weapons 
and Foreign P olicy, and it is an entirely 
non-hysterical book about the nuclear 
age 
Mr 
K issin ger has never had 
anything but contem pt for those who 
b eliev e that the choice is betw een 
nuclear war and disarm am ent He was a 
stalw art defender of the doctrine of 
graduated 
resp on se, and risked his 
academ ic reputation and lost a great 
many friends by backing tough m ilitary 
action in Indochina, including the incur­ 
sion into Cam bodia, 
the bombing of 


about when it 
is safe to

State 
Attorney General 
E v elle Y ounger recen tly 
stated that in his opinion there 
a re s e v e r a l 
c l a s s e s of 
prisoners who should never be 
released on parole and yet are 
being released. 
T h e r e a r e

through the current policy of 
numerous prison releases, the 
Adult Authority is imposing 
too high a risk on society as a 
whole. 
It is sincerely hoped that the 
Nejedly bill would establish 
some procedure for keeping 
persons in prison beyond a fix­ 
ed term if the person exhibited 
signs that he or she was excep- 
tionally likely to commit 
another crim e of violence. 
This can be done, we believe, 
by r e s t r i c t i n g the wide 
latitude given the Adult 
Authority 
in 
determining 
“ how much risk is society 
prepared to take?”

What Mr. Solzhenitsyn seem s not to 
have paid any notice to is his own endur­ 
ing critique of the spiritual corruption of 
the w estern world Who has said it m ore 
plainly than he — with perhaps the e x ­ 
ception of W hittaker Cham bers, who in 
any case said it earlier, and Jam es 
Burnham — that there are deeply rooted

What K issinger says isn ’t: “ We 
must have detente because the alter­ 
native is a nuclear w ar.’’ What he says 
is, “ The A m erican people” (by which he 
m eans the 
Am erican 
Establishm ent» 
will not stand up and resist Under the 
circum stances, the only alternative is to 
m aneuver ’’ 
I agree with Solzhenitsyn, not K is­ 
singer, that the A m erican people, if 
roused, w ill do better than they have 
done 
And perhaps Mr. 
K issin g er's 
problem is that he w as not him self born 
to rouse people, disposing of different 
skills from Solzhenitsyn’s, and never 
having worked for an Am erican presi­ 
dent whose skills w ere those of Cato. To 
believe K issinger is wrong about detente 
(as I b eliev e he is) cannot ju stify 
depicting him as Solzhenitsyn does — as 
a superficial, cow ardly dem agogue, who 
feasts on the kindergarten dichotom y o f :

F or all his O xford so p h istica tio n , 
Albert is nonetheless provincial in out­ 
look A world traveler, he holds a view of 
the world shaped by the hum ble towns 
and dirt farm s of his Oklahoma district.

D ear Sir: 
I would like to respond to your recent 
editorial regarding “ H Street C hannels.” 
I agree that North H Street between 
Walnut Avenue and C ollege Avenue has 
becom e m ore congested because of in­ 
creasing traffic volum es and new com ­ 
m ercial developm ent and that chan­ 
nelization should be installed 
Without 
proper left turn channelization, vehicles 
waiting to turn left im pede through traf­ 
fic and tend to be subject to rear end 
collisions 
Installation of the needed channeliza­ 
tion will require rem oval of on-street 
parking which w ill have an effect on the 
adjacent com m ercial enterprises. The 
rem oval of parking and placing of 
through traffic lanes next to the curbs 
p resen ts additional problem s. Short 
radius curb returns and, at Walnut 
A ven u e, th e p r e se n c e of d ra in a g e 
culverts would m ake right turn m ove­ 
m ents difficult and hazardous 
Installation of a m ajor storm drain in 
Chestnut Avenue and on H Street ex ­ 
te n d in g to W aln u t A v en u e w ou ld 
alleviate drainage problem s and allow 
for rem oval of the culverts at Walnut 
Avenue. The cost of the needed storm 
drain is approxim ately $275,000. The cost 
of street work to construct new curb 
returns and relocate the signal system at 
Walnut Avenue would be approxim ately 
$80,000 Those m ajor item s should be a c­ 
com plished prior to channelization of H 
Street. 
The State D epartm ent of Transporta­ 
tion does have control of North H Street 
and Ocean Avenue. They have in the past 
cooperated w ell with the City in the in­ 
stallation of channelization and in other 
m a tte r s. 
T he p resen t sh o rta g e of 
highway funds would. I am sure, m ake it 
difficult for the State to pay their normal 
share of the above woric. The City and 
the County Flood Control D istrict also do 
not have sufficient drainage funds at this 
tim e for construction of the needed 
storm drain.

D ear Sir: 
To the M ayor and C ity Council: 
Re: Barking dogs 
Lompoc needs a just and fair or­ 
dinance to stop incessant dog barking. 
Fair-m inded ow ners should w elcom e it 
th em selves. Such an ordinance would 
protect the antinoise Civil Rights of all 
neighbors, including those w ho’ve been 
too tim id to speak their piece. I think 
about 98 of fam ilies do not keep barking 
dogs. 
Quite a few dogs are left lonesom e for 
hours, penned up w here they can’t see 
out, som etim es tied with a short rope 
and half choking to death. The frightful 
m isery and yow ling are transferred into 
the ear nerves of helpless people, in­ 
cluding older folks w ho’d like som e 
peace. 
The thoughtful dog ow ner realizes he 
doesn’t own the air and “ noise conces­ 
sions" beyond his residential lot lines. 
Accordingly he prevents excessive bark­ 
ing. 


In my im m ediate neighborhood are 
quiet, lovab le dogs, som e of w hich 
needed to be restrained by their ow ners, 
and they w ere.
